b, In case of hearings at the Cochin Fisheries harbour, the party 
shall deposit in advance with the Executive Engineer, Fisheries 
Harbour Project, a sum of Rs. 2500.00 as security for due 
fulfilment of terms and conditions. 

2. The location, size and the general contents of the hoardings 
shall be subject to the approval of the Port Trust Administration.

OR “FOREIGN GOING” FOR TARIFF PURPOSE (CASE NO. 
TAMP/2/97-MPT DT. 02.06.1998) 

1. A foreign going vessel of Indian flag having a General Trading 
Licence can convert to coastal run on the basis of Customs Conversion 
Order. 

2. A foreign going vessel of foreign flag can convert to coastal run 
on the basis of a Coastal Voyage Licence issued by the Director 
General of Shipping. 

3. In cases of such conversion coastal rates shall be chargeable by 
the load port from this time the vessel starts loading coastal goods. 

4. In cases of such conversion coastal rates shall be chargeable 
only till the vessel complete the discharging operations; immediately 
thereafter, foreign going rates shall be chargeable by the discharge 
ports. 

5. For dedicated Indian Coastal vessels having a Coastal Licence 
from the Director General of Shipping, no other document will be 
required to be entitled to coastal rates. 

H. LICENCE FEE FOF^ JETTIES & PIERS. SLIPWAYS AND BOAT 

PEN (CASE NO. TAMP;7/98-COPT DT. 27.10.1998) 

I, RATES: 

a. JETTIES & PIERS Rs. 515/- per annum 

b. SLIPWAYS Rs.453/- per annum 

c. BOAT PEN Rs. 215/- per annum 

2. There will be an annual enhancement in rates of 5%, as per the 
discussions the Chairman, COPT held with the Vypin Jetty and Slipway 
Owners Association on 04.00.1997. 

3. In addition to the above, an inspection fee of Rs. 250/- is to be 
levied in respect of each Jetty / slipway from each applicant as Port’s 
Survey / Marine staff will have to be engaged for site inspection using 
Port’s launches before according sanction for new construction.

4. The rate will oe effective from 01.07.1996. 

5. As the matter is subjudice, the late fee of Rs. 20/- will not be 
charged for the period from 01.07.1996 to 31.07.1996. 

6. The excess amount by those who paid the fees at the enhanced 
rate of Rs. 2000/- and Rs. 1000/- (as per Court directive) will be 
adjusted against payment due, in subsequent years and not refunded". 

3. The Authority approves the proposal of the COPT to charge 50% of the 
wharfage on ship stores and bunkers as there are no uniform criteria prescribed so 
far. Also, there is no uniformity in different ports in the ratio between lifting / 
grounding charges for empty / loaded containers. The Authority proposes to evolve a 
uniform policy in this regard after consulting all the Port Trusts and other concerned 
parties.
